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City could lose $2 million if ALCB sale goes through 


St. Albert has recently moved to sell the Provincial 
~u,vernment one-third of the developable land in Campbell 
Park at a price of $42,000 per acre for a liquor board 
warehouse. The government announced the deal in a news 
release dated October 31 which stated that the ALCB and 
the city of St. Albert have negotiated a price of $42,000 per 
acre. 

The negotiations however, have not yet come before 
approval.

In reviewing the figures on projected revenue from land 
sales in Campbell Park, as prepared by city administration, 
it is evident this proposed sale would represent a loss to the 
city of about $2 million dollars over what had been ex- 
pected. 

When the matter of the proposed land sale does come to 
a council meeting, the sale could, presumably be turned 
down by the aldermen or the price could presumably be 
brought up. Which is why the news release from the Pro-

vincial Government appears premature. 

It is known that a recent sale of Campbell land to a 
private developer was in the $110 - $120,000 range. Even 
allowing for a somewhat higher rate on smaller lots the dif- 
ference appears very great. 

The Gazette learned last week that city staff has hired a 
land appraiser, also done after the Government announced 
the sale price. 

St. Albert’s price list of November 9, 1977 for lots in 
Campbell Park shows a range of $65,000 to $120,000 per 
acre. In 1979 land prices in the Edmonton Met region are 
well over 1977, Estimates by St. Albert staff put thé 1979 
range at $80,000 to $115,000 per acre. 

The price of $42,000 to ALCB is justified by staff for two 
reasons: Poor soil conditions and the negative impact of the 
ALCB Warehouse being some distance out. These condi- 
tions apply to all parcels in the park, whose owners’ will 
have to cope with them to some extent. The conditions were 
known when the Plain Council, (which included Thrond- 
son, Breadner, Smith and the present MLA, Myrna Fyfe) 
invested about $7 million to purchase and service this 
swampy land, including a rail spur. It is not clear whether 
roads within the park will stand up to the exceptionally 
heavy truck loads required by ALCB. Nor is it known 
whether the city or the property owners would be responsi- 
ble for repairs if the roads don’t hold up. 

As for tax revenues, warehouse assessment is the lowest 
tax base in industrial parks. 

From the Government's point of view this site would not 
appear a good choice. The Warehouse will serve all the ter- 
ritory north of Red Deer. Distribution would be more ex- 
pensive to ALCB with 65% of the warehouse stock going to 
Edmonton, the next portion going south to Red Deer, and 
the smallest percentage going north. 

The purchase uses up nearly all of the land left in Camp- 
bell Park. 

From St. Albert’s point of view the city is not gaining a 
good corporate citizen which will support a variety of com- 
munity cultural endeavors and recreational or sports pro- 
grams in the manner, say, of Standard General. 


CITY OPTIONS MORE INDUSTRIAL LAND 
132 Acres - Total Cost $5.3 Million 


City staff recommended to council last month that they 
option 132.5 acres of land from Allarco Developments at a 
total price of $5.3 million. Cost of the option was $150,000 
to be exercised early January 1980. 

The net acreage - or total which can be eventually 
developed in the new park will be about 100 acres, bringing 
the price for raw land over $50,000 per acre. Servicing 
costs, according to city staff will run in the neighborhood 
of $35,000, per acre raising the net cost per acre to approx- 
imately $80,000 per acre, 

The city administration has, in fact, negotiated an offer 
for industrial land to ALCB for $42,000 per acre while buy- 
ing gross unserviced land alongside it for $40,000 per acre. 
The decision rests of course with St. Albert Council. 

The timing of the resignation of St. Albert's chief ad- 
ministrator, Bob Byron, relieves him of taking any respon- 
sibility for the city’s decision. 

The manner in which the borrowing and financing was 
arranged when Campbell Park was purchased in the spring 
of 1977 was challenged by John Bakker, a former coun- 
cillor, who charged ‘‘creative bookkeeping,’’ and forced an 
inspection by the Department of Municipal Affairs, which 
although critical of the arrangements allowed the purchase 
to go through.

St. Albert residents will be 
faced with three alternatives 
for the future of the city’s 
river corridor at a public 
hearing on December 11. 
The choices, which range 
from a comprehensive park 
and recreational area system 
to a more natural parkland- 
and-walkway concept, are the 
result of a $10,000 study by 
MTB Consultants, an Ed- 
monton firm hired by the city 
about a year ago. 


FIRST CONCEPT 


MTB’s report to council, 
which will be presented at the 
Dec. 11th hearing, describes 
the first concept as one 
‘providing large scale, out- 
door facilities to the com- 
munity as a whole, as well as 
attracting visitation from 
other regional centres.’’ 

This choice includes three 
major components: the ex- 
hibition or rodeo grounds, a 
golf course opposite the 
grounds on the other side of 
the river and a mult!-use com- 
munity park located in the far 
east portion of the city. 

Under this plan, the exhibi- 
tion grounds could accom- 
modate quarter horse racing, 
gymkhana, snowmobile rac- 
ing and a winter carnival, as 
well as the Kinsmen Rodeo. 
The report notes that a 
camper park could also be in- 
cluded and parking for large 
crowds at the campers park 
and in the exhibition grounds 
would be needed. 

A golf course, which ac- 
tually lies outside the city’s 
present boundaries, could be 
used for cross country skiing 
and snowshoeing in the 
winter, the report says. 

The multi-use park, which 
would occupy land now set 
aside for Athabasca Universi- 
ty, could offer picnicking, 
trail walking, informal play 
areas, a children’s 
playground and boating ac- 
tivities on the river. 

Existing parks and ones 
already planned would also 
be incorporated into this river 
corridor system. 

MTB notes that this alter- 
native is attractive because of 
the way it fully developes the 
river corridor and because it 
will also attract non-residents 
to many recreational ac- 
tivities. Unfortunately, the

SECOND CONCEPT 


The second concept is quite 
different from the first. In- 
stead of three major com- 
ponents, the river corridor 
would have no central focus. 
The idea behind this, the 
report notes, is to encourage 
a ‘‘dispersion of activity.’”’ 

This plan includes a trail 
network (separated for bike 
and pedestrian traffic) that 
will run the length of the river 
corridor, winding from one 
side of the water to the other, 
depending on what land is 
easily available to the city. 
Two open area parks are part 
of this concept, one on the 
river’s north bank near the 
outlet from Big Lake and the 
other on the eastern edge of 
the city. 

Several neighborhood 
parks would also be included 
in this design, as well as three 
small boat access points: one 
at the exhibition grounds, 
one downtown and one to the 
far east. All boats on the river 
would be non-motorized, the 
report says. 

This alternative is attrac- 
tive, MTB notes, because the 
river valley will remain as 
natural as possible while still 
being beautified, and also it 
will cost very little in com- 


parison with the other 
choices, 
The major drawback, 


however, will be that the river 
won't be used t its full recrea- 
tional potential and as a 
result, other recreational 
areas of the city will have to 
Serve as alternatives. 


THIRD CONCEPT 


The third choice MTB will 
outline provides a com- 
promise between the first 
two. 

Again, the bike and 
pedestrian walkway of the se- 
cond plan is a major compo- 
nent of this design, linking 
several focal points that exist 
in the first alternative. 

The Kinsmen Rodeo 
grounds would be the site of 
playing fields for soccer, 
football or field hockey as 
well as its normal uses. The 
land area across from the 
grounds on the north side of

the river would serve as a 
multi-use community park, 
available for hiking, cross 
country skiing, picnicking 
and structured and unstruc- 
tured games. 

Along the walkway, which 
would require three river 
crossings, there would be 
areas for picnics, group 
gatherings, fire pits and rest 
areas. Three non-motorized 
boat access points, located at 
spots similar to those in the 
second design, would also be 
included, 

As well as_ several 
neighborhood parks already 
existing along the riverbank, 
this design would plan for a 
major park on the eastern 
edge of the city, designed for 
informal; ‘natural’ activities. 

This alternative is attrac- 
tive, the report notes, 
because it makes good use of 
the recreational activities 
possible along the river while 
still retaining as much of its 
natural quality as possible. 
Costs of construction and 
maintenance would be high, 
however, and recreational ac- 
tivities like golf and camping 
would have to be located 
elsewhere. 


SOME CHOICE 
NEEDED 


The report notes that the 
three alternatives can be 
modified but they’re 
presented as they are because 
of their unified design. It 
concludes that no matter 
what choice the city makes in 
improving the river corridor, 
some decision must be made. 

‘“‘At numerous points 
along the river,”’ the report 
States, there are ‘‘unsightly 
views of industrial land, 
dumping grounds, and 
generally unappealing land- 
scape.”’ 

‘By applying one set of 
governing criteria to all land- 
scaping undertaken within 
the corridor, a consistent and 
attractive river front can be 
maintained.’’ 

Cost estimates for any of 
the three alternatives are 
unavailable now. MTB’s Don 
Barron said his company 
won't be doing any 
estimating until after the 
public hearing when citizen's 
wishes for the river corridor 
can be heard. 
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Bay buying out 
St. Albert Centre 


The Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany is about to assume full 
ownership of the St. Albert 
Shopping Centre along 
Highway 2, taking over 
Abacus Cities’ half interest in 
the project. 

At Monday night’s city 
council meeting, the 
aldermen gave their permis- 
sion for the sale, which will 
be finalized in Edmonton 
courts next week. No selling 
price is available. 

Abacus Cities Ltd., the fin- 
ancially-plagued Canadian 
development company that 
went into receivership several 
months ago, has given per- 
mission for the sale through 
its receivers, Thorne-Riddell 
Ltd. 

Under conditions of the 
selling agreement, Hudson’s 
Bay will be responsible for all 
the obligations under the 
development agreement that 
it has already agreed to with 
Abacus, including all the ser- 
vicing requirements and 
development costs. 

In addition, the Bay will be 
responsible for paying out 
$370,000 for development of 
the nearby residential proper-

ty, Abacus Cities’ Rivercrest 
apartments.

Land Use bylaw approved 


After almost a year of 
discussions and planning St. 
Albert city council has passed 
its Land Use Bylaw, the 
document that categorizes all 
land uses in the city. 

At Monday night’s 
meeting, council spent almost 
one and a half hours with 
minor amendments to the 
140-page bylaw before ap- 
proving it by a five-to-two 
vote. he 
Aldermen Bill Shields and 
Roger Ayotte voted against 
passing the bylaw, Mr. 
Shields arguing that several 
commercial businesses along 
the St. Albert Trail still 
wouldn’t be given an accep- 
table land classification. 

Several of them on the west 
side of the highway from 
Gervais Road to near Green 
Grove Drive had been 
classified as ‘Development 
Control’ under the city’s old 
land categories. Under the 
new bylaw, they’ll be called 
‘Direct Control’. 

By not giving these 
businesses a more specific 
land classification, Mr. 
Shields told council, ‘‘we are 
unwittingly breaking faith. I 
don’t think we are morally 
moving in the right direction, 
though legally we may be.’’ 

Other aldermen disagreed, 
noting that these businesses 
certainly weren't bein 
penalized, that their land uses 
weren't being reduced, and 
that in any case, the owners 
had been given ample oppor- 
tunity over the last year to 
question the city’s land use 
plans. 

“I think we're now at the 
Stage where we should ap- 
prove the overall package,”’ 
concluded Alderman 
Margaret Smith. 

The bylaw, which replaces 
the Zoning Bylaw and

Disaster plan 
prepares for anything

Gas escapes and plane 
crashes are the disasters that 
St. Albert residents have to 
fear most, according to the 
city’s peacetime emergency 
and disaster plan. 

The document, im- 
plemented in 1976, notes that 
there are ‘‘a number of sour 
gas wells adjacent to town’”’ 
and also that “‘the town is 
under the flight path of the 
Edmonton Industrial Air- 
port.’ 

Because Highway 2 and the 
Sturgeon River run right 
through the city, car ac- 
cidents and floods also rank 
high in the disaster plan’s 
priority list. 

Railway accidents, fires 
and power failures are listed 

s third priority in the plan, 
which was drawn up by city 
staff with input from the pro- 
vincial government’s Alberta 
Disaster Services branch. 

The plan, about 15 pages in 
length, isn’t designed so every 
citizen will know what to do 
in case of a major emergency. 
Instead, it sets out lines of 
communication and com- 
mand that can be im- 
plemented on short notice. 

At the top of the chain of 
command stands the city’s 
manager, Tom McKay. He’s 
the Director of the City 
Disaster Services Agency, an 
organization with represen- 
tatives from city council, the 
fire and police departments, 
social services and public 
works. 

During the. brief period 
before Mr. McKay replaced 
utgoing city manager Bob 
yron, the city’s chief 
engineer, Don Corrigan, fill- 
ed the role of agency director. 

The disaster plan defines 
an emergency as any ‘‘present 
or imminent event which re- 
quires the prompt co- 
ordination of action or 
special regulation of persons 
and property to protect the 
health, safety and welfare of 
people, or to limit damage to 


property.” 

The disaster plan can be 
implemented by the mayor, 
city council, the disaster ser- 
vices director, the Lieutenant 
Governor or the provincial 
Committee of Council. 

Supplying emergency com- 
munication devices, transpor- 
tation, medical care, electrici- 
ty and methods of evacuation 
are some of the things for 
which the plan prepares. 

The district director of 
Alberta Disaster Services, H. 
L. ‘‘Ben’’ Bennett, notes that 
St. Albert’s disaster plan, like 
any in the province, is review- 
ed annually by his office to be 
sure that it’s up to date. Only 
minor changes have been sug- 
gested this year, Mr. Bennett 
said, 

Despite the plans clear cut 
lines of communication and 
command, one man who’s 
very familiar with it, Fire 
Chief George Todd, says it’s 
not always realistic. 

For instance, in many types 
of emergencies the fire 
department isn’t to be 
notified until several pro- 
cedural steps have occurred. 
‘But we’re always going to 
be the first ones called,’’ Mr. 
Todd says. ‘‘We'll be there 
before anybody.’”’ 

People’s safety has to be 
the top priority, he said, 
whether or not correct pro- 
cedures are followed. ‘‘If I 
get a gas leak I’m not going 
to ask for the city manager’s 
permission to evacuate. I’ll 
notify him afterwards.’’ 

Despite the difficulties that 
seem to be there, Mr. Todd 
says the disaster plan is a 
good one and tests have pro- 
ven it out. A “simulated 
disaster’ took place in the 
Perron Arena a year ago 
when a roof was supposed to 
have collapsed on 30 people.

Other shareholders named in the suit for ‘‘specific per- 
formance or alternatively damages’’ to the tune of 2.5 
million dollars are Alice Grosco, Dick Wheatley, and Tom 
Proctor. 

Pocklington added later that the four shareholders, 
“*Reneged on the deal,’’ which resulted in legal action being 
taken. 

Pocklington has retained the firm of Shortreed, Shoctor, 
Enright, Stevens-Guille and Binder, who in turn retained 
the services of J.P, Brumlik to handle the case. Russell said 
his lawyers will be filing a statement of defence soon. 

The fifth shareholder, Dick Mather, has agreed to sell his 
27 and one half per cent share to Pocklington. The cheque 
from Pocklington for Mather’s shares and the shares 
themselves are currently sitting in trust until an application 
is made to the Canadian Radio-Television Commission 
(CRTC) for approval of the share transfer. 

He doesn’t see any kind of out-of-court settlement, and 
Pocklington told the Gazette, ‘‘I’m sure it will go all the 
way.”’ He added he expects the matter will get into the 
courts in the spring.

Mr. Broadbent not only shows off an exag- 
gerated ego but an alarming lack of perception 
of his non-mandate from the Canadian public, a 
drop to 16 per cent of the vote in the last elec- 
tion. In this sense he points up the basic flaw of 
a third party in a democratic system of govern- 
ment founded upon a two-party structure. 


The flaws have been evident from along time in 
Canadian politics as governments continue to 
usurp the role of the free-market economy 
which was the basis of their potential for main- 
taining economic soundness and freedom for 
the individual. 


In Canada the flaws stem from a population ine- 
quity which throughout Canadian history has 
caused politicians to ignore those parts of 
Canada with not enough voting power to ensure 
that their voice be heard.

Jerry Manegre, chairman 
of the St. Albert Catholic 
School District #3 board of 
trustees, said they have never 
been approached, but “‘it 
would be fine for them (the 
city) to come and talk to us.” 

On the subject of building 


rink facilities, Corrigan said a 
social rink costs about 
$12,000 to $14,000 to build, 
and a hockey rink runs about 
$20,000. The concrete change 
buildings the city has been 
erecting at newer sites are 
very expensive. Corrigan says 
the last time the city built 
some, they were about 
$30,000 (two years ago). 
Now, he speculated the price 
would be about $50,000, 

The actual operation of the 
city’s seven double rink sites 
this year costs about $20,000 
for each site for a total of 
$140,000. Manning the rinks 
costs about $117,000 of this, 
while materials and 
maintenance will run about 
$23,000. 

For the year 1980, Cor- 
rigan said it has been recom- 
mended in the budget that the 
Mission rinks be replaced, 
but not necessarily at the pre- 
sent sites, and that one rink 
be built at Attwood Park in 
Akinsdale and Gloucester 
Park behind Ron Hodgson 
Pontiac Buick. He added 
there would be room for a se- 
cond rink at each site if de- 
mand arises.

Council approves 6 lane highway 


In a close four-to-three 
vote, city council has approv- 
ed plans to widen the St. 
Albert Trail to six lanes and 
has asked the province to 
prepare a contract for con- 
struction dates and costs. 

The highway corridor con- 
struction, which is expected 
to cost $16 million, has been 
stalled at city council recently 
because several businesses 
and homeowners along the 
west side of the Trail between 
Gervais Road and the Sir 
Winston Churchill overpass 
weren’t happy with the access 
that was planned for them. 

But at a recent meeting of 
the interested parties, an 
agreement was reached that 
was ratified by council Mon- 
day night. It will provide 
right-turns-in and right- 
turns-out access for all the 
businesses involved. 

As well, the access to a ser- 
vice road across from Sterling 
Street that will extend north 
and south has been shifted 
slightly to the north so that 
two owners in the area will 
share the iand loss, thus 
allowing one of them, Mr. 
and Mrs. N. Muntjewerff, to 
continue living where they 
are. 


FOUR PHASES 
The Trail widening is ex- 
pected to take four years to 


complete, and could begin 
next year. The first phase of 


Trustees 


construction, expected to 
cost $2.7 million, will be 
from St. Anne Street to 
McKenney Avenue. The se- 
cond, from St. Anne Street 
south to Gervais Road will 
cost about $5.3 million. 

The portion from Gervais 
Road to the city’s southerly 
limits will be the third phase 
($1.4, million) and the fourth 
phase will be from McKenney 
Avenue to the city’s northerly 
limits ($2.1 million). The 
bulk of the remainder of the 
costs for the widening ($4.4 
million) will go for land that 
must be acquired for right-of- 
ways, service roads and to ac- 
commodate the 16-foot high 
concrete walls and berms that 
will border much of the 


highway. 
At Monday  night’s 
meeting, some of the 


aldermen were reluctant to 
approve the corridor plans 
and ask for provincial sup- 
port because the question of 
berming and land acquisition 
around Sturgeon Road is still 
unresolved, The city and the 
corridor designers, Grimble 
Consultants -will be working 
to plan a method to keep all 
houses intact while still pro- 
viding proper noise preven- 
tion.

Corridor funding close, say officials

Provincial funding for the 
proposed six-lane highway 
corridor through St. Albert 
may be a lot closer than some 
critics have claimed. 

“St. Albert has a very 
strong case and should be 
near the top of our list,’” says 
John Freeman-Marsh of 
Alberta Transport’s Urban 
Roadway Assistance branch. 

The list Mr. Freeman- 
Marsh refers to is one recor- 
ding all cities in the province 
that have applied for money 
to build corridor roads in 
1980. 

At Monday night council’s 
meeting, the aldermen agreed 
to corridor plans and will be 
asking the province for fun- 
ding. 

Mr. Freeman-Marsh’s 
Supervisor, assistant deputy 
minister Merriene Duncan, 
wouldn’t say how many 
Alberta cities have applied 
next year but there are 
“‘about five of them.’’ 

And although corridor 
construction is only part of 
her department’s concerns, 
Ms. Duncan said ‘‘St. Albert 
will stand quite high”’ when it 
comes time for funding. 

In the next few weeks her 
department will be forwar- 


ding its 1980 budget estimates 
to the minister of transport 
for approval and submission 
to Cabinet. Ms. Duncan in- 
‘dicated last week that if St. 
Albert’s city council can 
agree to endorse the highway 
corridor plan then money for 
the four year project should 
be available. 


QUESTIONS 
CONSULTANT’S 
WARNING 


The transportation consul- 
tant in charge of designing St. 
Albert’s highway corridor, 
Ken Foster from Grimble 
Consultants Ltd., warned ci- 
ty council two weeks ago that 
if it continued to delay ap- 
proval of his proposal, pro- 
vincial funding for 1980 may 
not be possible. 

That’s not quite true, ac- 
cording to Ms. Duncan. 
“Ball park figures are ade- 
quate for us to budget,”’ she 
said, so documents so far that 
indicate St. Albert will need 
about $15 million from 
Alberta Transport are 
enough to plan the depart- 
ment’s 1980 budget. 

She warned, however, that 
if city council makes any 
radical changes to the cor- 


ridor plans already proposed 
then funding might be 
delayed. ‘“‘If it (council) 
radically changes the 
numbers or the design then 
we'd be in trouble,”’ she said. 

Ms. Duncan noted that her 
department’s budget 
estimates should be prepared 
by the end of this year so that 
they can be forwarded to the 
minister and then Cabinet by 
May 1. She added that if St. 
Albert receives approval for 
its corridor, a formalized 
agreement with definite plans 
must be signed, committing 
the province to four years of 


funding. 
ALDERMEN DIVIDED 


Some city aldermen have 
pressed for approval of the 
corridor plan, fearful that 
further delays will mean con- 
struction can’t begin until 
1981. Others have argued 
that the highway widening 
isn’t necessary and, in any 
case, the province hasn’t any 
more plans to spend $15 
million here than it does to 
build a westerly bypass road 
or construct 149th and 156th 
Streets. .

School counselling 
takes many forms 


By Jeff Adams 

‘Helen’ was beginning to 
wonder what was wrong with 
her. 

She’d moved to St, Albert 
almost four months ago but 
other children in her Grade 2 
class still weren’t interested in 
being friends with her. 

She worked hard in school, 
did her best to please her 
teacher and acted kindly to 
her classmates, but she was 
always alone. 

After having many friends 
at her last school, this 
loneliness was hard to take, 
leading her to make a bizarre 
decision: ‘‘I’ve been nice to 
the kids and they still don’t 
want me. Now I’ll be mean to 
them.” 

At this point her teacher, 
seeing how depressed she had 
become, called in one of the 
St. Albert Protestant School 
Board’s child counsellors. 

The board’s supervisor of 
student services, Dave 
Thomas, said that ‘‘In the 
back of the counsellor’s 
mind, he knew there were 
other lonesome kids in the 
same room. His job was to 
get those kids relating to each 
other.”’ 

Groups sessions have 
begun among a small group 
at the school and now Helen 
and her classmates are learn- 
ing how to make new friends. 

Helping children and teen- 
agers to make friends and get 
along with other students is a 
major part of any 
counsellor’s job, Mr. 
Thomas says. 


CAREER CHOICES 


Another is helping students 
at the board’s schools choose 
a career. ‘‘We had a young 
Grade 11 student recently 
who felt a lot of pressure to 
decide on his future,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Maybe he was getting 
a lot of pushing at home.” 

The solution was a series of 
tests and interviews with a 
counsellor that resulted in a 
‘profile’ of the kind of jobs 
that the young man might be 
interested in. 

An interest in engineering 
was high on his list, so he is 
preparing to register for it in 
university mext year. 
However, he will choose his 
courses in such a way that, if 
he changes his mind after a 
year, no course credits will be 
wasted. ‘‘Now that boy has a 
general idea of where he’s go- 
ing,’’ Mr. Thomas says. ‘‘A 
lot of the pressure is off him 
and he can relax.’’ 

Other problems that the 
board’s 14 counsellors spend 
a lot of their time working on 
include learning difficulties, 
class disruptions, 
absenteeism and family 
fights. Mr. Thomas said 
children who either stay away 
from school or disrupt their 
teachers’ lessons often have 


major problems at home, and 
their actions at school are 
“only the tip of the iceberg.’’ 

Many teen-agers are going 
through ‘‘power struggles’ 
with their parents, he said. In 
one recent case, ‘Wilma’ was 
constantly fighting with her 
mother. 

After meeting between 
Wilma, her mother and the 
counsellor, things at home 
are beginning to settle down. 
“Actually the girl learned,”’ 
Mr. Thomas said, ‘‘that her 
mother wasn’t going to 
change and the counsellor 
worked at making her adjust. 


EVERYONE AFFECTED 
Mr. Thomas says almost 


every student in the St. 
Albert Protestant School 


district is ‘‘touched by 
counselling in some way or 
another.’’ They may par- 


ticipate in group discussions 
in class, in private interviews 
or simply be affected by 
teaching methods that their 
instructor has learned from a 
counsellor. 

Among the board’s 
counselling staff, three work 
full time and the other two 
work part time, dividing their 
other hours among counsell- 
ing elsewhere or regular 
teaching in the schools. 

In a report presented to the 
school board -last week, Mr. 
Thomas noted that in recent 
years it has been difficult to 
get qualified counsellors. 
Part of the reason, he noted, 
is board insistence that 
counsellors have teaching 
degrees. : 

The teaching degrees allow 
counsellors to take over 
regular classes if necessary, 
he said, and they also allow 
many teachers to work full- 
time in one school, something 
that would be impossible if 
they only iid counselling. 


‘RELATING’ TO ALL 


In his report Mr. Thomas 
noted that the counsellor’s 
role includes relating to the 
students, the staff, parents, 
consulting staff and the 
board’s administration. 

Current methods of 
counselling include using 
drama with elementary 
children, study groups with 
parents, forming clubs in up- 
per grades, vocational 
counselling, using communi- 
ty resources and working on 
the policies and climate at a 
school, 

Commenting on the value 
of counsellors in the board’s 
schools, trustee Wes Penner 
said he’d suggested last year 
during budget discussions 
that maybe the board should 
eliminate counselling ser- 
vices. ‘‘Many testimonials” 
followed in favor of retaining 
the counsellors and em- 
phasizing their value, he said.

New youth worker faces challenges 


For teen-agers life in a 
community bordering on a 
large city has its special joys 
and jinxes. The facilities and 
programs offered are 
superior, but the old ‘main 
street’ quality of the conven- 
tional small town is mising. 
The malls, convenient and ef- 
ficient, have taken the place 
of the old downtown shopp- 
ing district, cheerful crowds 
and communal raillery. In a 
community born in the ’70’s, 
there is no olde soda shoppe 
or downtown coffee shop the 
kids claim as their own, no 
particular corners for girlwat- 
ching and in brief, the cir- 
cumstances are special. 


NEW WORKER FACES 
CHALLENGES 


It is because of these 
special challenges that St. 
Albert hires a youth worker 
to give guidance and direc- 
tion to the city’s youth. Kelly 
Daniels was the first of these 
youth workers, followed by 


Brian Leonard, who is now 
working for the provincial 
government. 

The city’s new man in the 
youth portfolio is Greg Fan- 
non, a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta recreation 
program. Greg will serve as 
the Youth Development Co- 
ordinator, co-ordinating 
youth projects, groups and 
services focusing on social 
development. To the job, 
Greg brings experience gain- 
ed working in several Alberta 
institutions. 

Assisting Greg will be Evris 
Wiggan, of Edmonton. Evris 
is a social services student at 
Grant MacEwan and is in- 
volved in the teen aider pro- 
gram here. Her job is to talk 
to local adults and encourage 
them to lend their talents and 
wisdom to the kids of St. 
Albert. Many projects re- 
quire adult supervision and 
the lack of participation by 
parents means will have to be 
reduced. Adults aged 20 - 30 
are asked to inquire if they 
are interested, 


Trustee 
pep talks? 


Education trustees need 
the occasional ‘pep talk’ ac- 
cording to Wes Penner, a 
member of the St. Albert 
Protestant School Board. 

“Inspirational talks are 
good once in a while to 
understand our role in the 
community,’’ he told the 
other trustees during last 
Wednesday’s regular 
meeting. 

Too often, he said, trustees 
limit their role to controlling 
facilities, governing the 
economy of the district and 
dictating course curriculum. 

Another whole realm of in- 
fluence exists for education 
trustees, he said, in part by 
involvement in the Alberta 
School Trustees Association 
(ASTA). The board members 
could be playing a much 
larger part in emphasizing 
provincial policies and the 
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ASTA can help them do it, he 
said. 


TRUSTEES: 
‘JUST THE ACCOUNTS’? 


In another comment on the 
role of the trustee, the 
board’s superintendent, Dr. 
Peter Bargen, said Wednes- 
day night that it’s just too 
easy for the elected officials 
to spend all their time ‘‘just 
looking at the accounts.’’ 

As a result, Dr. Bargen 
said he has asked several staff 
members to prepare reports 
on various aspects of educa- 
tion in the district. 

The first of them, a look at 
counselling services in the 
board’s schools, was 
presented Wednesday night 
by the supervisor of student 
services, Dave Thomas. 


EVENTS PLANNED 

Greg and Evris have 
dreamed up some winter fun 
for local teens beginning 
December 12, at 4 p.m. in the 
Akinsdale Clubhouse.

The result was a botanical freak which soared 
to about 21 feet and had about five lonely branches 
between top and bottom. Even some of these were 
dead. Seeing that the morale of her little holiday 
chain gang had taken a drastic plunge, my sister 
dauntlessly went into action. Wielding saw and drill, 
she whacked off branches at the bottom, and drilled 
holes in the trunk, all the way up. The branches were 
then poked into the holes. Had Picasso worked in 
Tinkertoys, he couldn't have equalled it. 

We had not yet finished victimizing this poor pine, 
however. We were actually cruel enough to loose my 
father on it. Now, this was a man who once threaten- 
ed to call a contractor to put up a tie rack. His only at- 
tempt at carpentry was a potato bin, cunningly built 
with one-inch plywood and three-inch spikes, A 
carpenter who saw it years later said it could double 
as a bomb shelter. 

As soon as he spotted the tree's unsteady balance, 
Father raced for his trusty spikes. Before anyone 
could voice a feeble protest, he was bashing merrily 
away, driving the spikes through the wooden tree 
stand and deep into the hardwood floor. The holes re- 
main to this day. 

As my mind flashes over images of Christmas, | 
suddenly remember the ‘Slinkie,’ a toy inextricably 
linked to Christmas in my mind. Every year, one of us 
kids would receive one. For those who don't 
remember them, a ‘Slinkie’ is a marvel of coiled wire 
which can be made to ‘walk.’ It was guaranteed to 
hold us in thrall for a full eight minutes. Then, with a 
ritual regularity, it would become unsprung. 

As Christmas Day wore on, we all followed suit.

‘Savvy’: 


business mag 
for women 
is promising

In the last couple of years, 
a mob of magazines have ap- 
peared on the market which 
ook a lot better than they 
read. Your Place, Sassy, and 
Viva are all examples of mags 
with glittering graphics and 
twittering prose. Because 
their markets were never 
clearly defined, their ap- 
proach is/was a muddled ap- 
peal to a fuzzy constituency. 
Women’s mags are particular 
offenders, in their struggles 
to be all things to all women. 
Men’s magazines seldom at- 
tempt this, except in the case 
of girlie magazines, the 
publishers of which feel safe 
in the knowledge that most 
men still have this in com- 
mon, at least. Few magazines 
are aimed at all men. For 
Chatelaine or Women’s Day 
to try to appeal to all women 
is bound to result in super- 
ficial reportage. 

The growing women’s’ 
publishing industry has final- 
ly come to comprehend the 
diversity of women, and 
women’s interests. One hap- 
py result is Savvy, an 
American magazine for the 
‘executive woman.’ It is 
graphically very sure of itself, 
seeming not to require the 
blazing gloss of other new 
magazines breaking into the 
market. The look is restrain- 
ed and appropriate, and copy 
is definitely the top priority. 
Unlike most women’s 
magazines, Savvy’s limited 
market permits it to gear its 
articles to a more business- 
oriented woman, who has 
some expertise in business af- 
fairs. Unlike most women’s 
mags, Savvy does not assume 
their average reader thinks a 
‘bull market’ is a sale at 
which the merchants lie a lot. 

The table of contents is 
amusing, in that it reflects the 
disparate worlds that the 
business woman must oc- 
cupy. Business interests are 
given thorough, original 
treatment. One article ex- 
plores the rise of ‘an old girls 
network,’ to correspond with 
the ‘old boys network’ that 
has propelled so many men

on to fame and fortune. It’s 
tough at present for up and 
coming women to penetrate 
the ‘buddy system!’ 
‘Revolutionizing the Cor- 
poration;’ ‘Mentor Mania;’ a 
monthly review of the 
business press; and an in- 
teresting story on Levi’s gam- 
ble with an Olympic sweatsuit 
make a good mix of business 
news. Other features include 
columns entitled ‘Money,’ 
‘Executive Ethics,’ ‘Tools of 
the Trade,’ and ‘The Going 
Rate.’ Not once is the reader 
conscious that this is a 
‘women’s’ magazine; in the 
narrow sense of the word. 

However, the publishers 
realize that even the most 
toughest, savviest business 
women have husbands, 
homes, families and/or 
lovers. This aspect of life is 
not overlooked. The first 
issue carried a fiction piece 
entitled ‘‘The Lover;’’ and 
other articles dealing with 
such things as life with a 
career woman, “On Being 
Handsome.’’ This softer 
material may help convince 
some critics that women in 
business do not become 
bearded baritones at the first 
hint of a proxy flight. 

The articles are not inflam- 
matory and in places the first 
issue sounds a little soft and 
tentative. Savvy has a golden 
opportunity to cover a field 
that is presently ignored by 
commercial publications, the 
world of corporate crime. If 
the magazine digs after some 
of the really sticky stories 
that hold the business world 
together, and firms up its 
editorial line, business 
women will have a quality 
magazine. If a little whimsy 
and humour is added, we 
might get the best of fortune 
and esquire. How nice to 
look at a women’s mag 
besides Ms. that doesn’t carry 
a single recipe for Tuna- 
Noodle Surprise.

TV programs are complex and expensive items, calling 
for a co-operative vision held by many people. With this in 
mind, I find it incredibie that such a cavalier attitude is 
taken to promotion of those programs. The listings in the 
various TV guides are inadequate, particularly in the case 


of the CBC, Each week, the national network lists several 
programs, such as Patrick Watson, Newsmagazine, the 
Fifth Estate and Man Alive to name a few. However, 
nowhere is the viewer told the subject of any particular pro- 
gram. As a result, people change channeis rather than hang 
about waiting to see the contents of any given show. Cur- 
rent affairs programs cannot afford to play this fast and 
loose with their audiences, 

Between errors and omissions, the networks, the stations 
and the TV guides to whom they supply the listings had bet- 
ter get organized. Pay TV is coming and if they aren’t to 
become dinosaurs, the networks will have to provide easier 
access to programming. They have a long way to go yet.

ven once again that the soap opera format is a profitable 
and popular one.

Men sidle sneer- 
ing up to the tube Saturday nights to get a furtive look at 
the latest scandal or disaster to befall these dynastic Tex- 
ans. Pretty well everyone in the script is a) formerly rotten 
to the core, but slightly mellowed by age; b) about to 
become rotten to the core, but still having the odd virtue; or 
c) currently rotten to the core and enjoying it enormous- 
ly. 
Larry Hagman’s portrayal of J.R. Ewing, a good ol’ boy 
gone bad, has become synonomous with villainy. Old Jock 
shows that you don’t have to be nice just because you’re 
old. 

The current interest in this kind of protracted melodrama 
is old hat to daytime soap producers, whose profitable pro- 
grams pay for those in prime time. Now, the soap has been 
reborn, in the form of the mini series, Dallas, and quality 
strials like Upstairs, Downstairs and A Gift to Last. The 
public’s taste for this kind of ongoing episodic program 
probably reflects the uncertain times in which we live. The 
rights and wrongs of a number of moral issues are now be- 
ing hotly debated with no-one any clearer for it. In a time 
when all our problems have insoluable grey areas, no 
wonder people are turning to the black and white truisms of 
the melodrama.

St.Albert pop. 
keeping pace 


St. Albert’s population 
growth is keeping pace with 
that of several Edmonton 
area communities, but a few 
are making massive gains. 

The city grew by 4.8 per 
cent from 27,408 to 28,718 in 
1978-79, according to a re- 
cent report from the Edmon- 
ton Regi nal Planning Com- 
mission ( 'RPC). 

During the same May-to- 
April period, the city of Ed- 
monton’s population increas- 
ed by just 2.8 per cent, going 
from 478,066 to 491,359. The 
Edmonton metropolitan 
region increased by 3.4 per 
cent to 652,881 during the 
same period. 

The MD of Sturgeon’s 
growth was almost identical 
to St. Albert’s as it recorded a 
4.1 per cent increase to 
15,044, 

Legal had one of the 
smallest growths in the area, 
increasing by only 3.2 per 
cent to 1,032. Bon Accord 
reported a 5.2 per cent in- 
crease over 1978, bringing its 
population to over 1,156, and 
Redwater expanded to 1,767, 
representing a 7.2 increase. 


BIG GAINERS 
Gibbons and Morinville, 


however, can boast two of 
the largest population in- 


creases among the 30 com- 
munities that the ERPC 
reported on. With a 35.9 per 
cent increase over 1978 (now 
3,398), Morinville recorded 
the greatest growth among all 
30 communities. Gibbons, 
which grew by 20.6 per cent 
to 1,507, recorded the third 
largest growth in the area. 

Among all the facts and 
figures from the ERPC, one 
thing is quite clear: it is the 
rural areas that are showing 
the fastest growth in the Ed- 
monton metropolitan region. 

One community that com- 
pares in size with St. Albert, 
Sherwood Park, actually 
showed a population drop in 
1979 when compared to its 
last census in 1976: from 
26,534 to 26,496. 

The only other community 
to report a decrease in 1979 
was Sangudo, going down by 
-7 per cent from 437 to 434,

This sport doesn’t require a high amount of skill 
either, and although it's a team sport, you don't need 
a big roster (four members). Equipment is minimal, 
and the field of play doesn't require a lot of special 
pieces of hardware. 

This sport could catch on, yes indeed. 

If you're not familiar with what I'm referring to, and 
! don't think you are, it's a game called “snowball”. 

Yes, it’s time to think of snowball, one of the 
craziest winter games going. It also goes under the 
name “over-the-line”’. 

It all started in San Diego, at Mission Beach as a 
matter of fact, but down there they call it sandball. 
Apparently, they don't get enough snow to call it 
snowball. 

Up here, in God's country, where snow is a part of 
life for a few months of the year, the game fits in well. 
It's hard to move around in sand, and it's equally hard 
to move around in snow. 

Last year, the Greater St. Albert Men's Fastball 
Association held its first ever snowball tourney, while 
the Canadian Championships were held two weeks 
after at Commonwealth Stadium. 

| am happy to say that | participated in both events, 
as the Gazette put a team in the St. Albert tourney, 
and we also took part in the media event at the Cana- 
dian Championships. Unfortunately, we lost in the 
semi’s to ITV. 

This year, the St. Albert event will be held at 
Akinsdale field, also known as Alpine Park. The Cana- 
dian Championships will go at Rundle Park in Edmon- 
ton. 

To give you a little more background into the sport 
of snowball, let me explain the field of play. 

It has to be fairly level ground, with snow a must! 
There are three bases, first, second and home. In- 
stead of the usual square shaped infield, snowball’s 
is triangular (simply because of the three bases). 

Sixty feet out from home plate is the “line”, and 
that’s where you have to hit a regulation softball with 
a regulation bat. There are two “out” lines running 
perpendicular to the “line”, starting from first and se- 
cond base. The idea is to hit the ball in the rec- 
tangular area. If you swing and miss, you're out. By 
the way, you pitch to your own player. If you hit the 
ball into the triangular area, you're out. If you hit the 
ball over the last fielder'’s head, it's an automatic 
home run. There is now base running in snowball, as 
the scorekeeper records it on his scoresheet. 

The funniest thing about snowball is fielding. If the 
ball is hit to a fielder, it's not too much of a problem 
catching it. However, if the ball isn't hit directly to a 
fielder, a diving attempt is made after a short run, 
making for extremely funny ball. 

The 1980 snowball tourney will go January 12, with 
a limit of 48 teams, 32 in the open category and 16 for 
mixed, 

If you're interested, stay tuned, for I'll keep you 
posted as more details become available.

Snowmobiles find welcome home in Canada 


By John Bissonette 

In the past decade the 
snowmobile has become as 
much a symbol of winter life 
in Canada as skates and skis. 
The escalating popularity of 
snow machines has introduc- 
ed millions to the beauty of 
nature in winter and opened 
new opportunites for winter 
tourism in Canada. 

Technological advances 
and strict safety standards 
have turned this sport, once 
considered too hazardous for 
some, into a recreation for 
the whole family. 

Canadian winters are made 
for snowmobiling. During 
the snowy season (usually late 
December to March), every 
province in the country pro- 
vides trails, either private or 
public, for the enjoyment of 
the third fastest growing 
sport in America. Statistics 
show that more than ten 
million Canadians and 
Americans snowmobile on a 
regular basis. On a national 
scale, this means one of every 


eight Canadians is a 
snowmobiler. 
Provincial and federal 


governments have kept pace 


with demands for more trails 
and facilities by opening 


public parks to 
snowmobilers. In 1978-79, 
more than 24,000 


snowmobilers visited the 14 
of Canada’s 28 national 
parks that provide trails for 
the sport. 

The Rocky Mountain 
Trench in the East 
Kootenays, British Columbia 
is ideal for snowmobiling. 
The Trench is a continuous 
flat valley, hundreds of 
kilometres long, flanked on 
the east and west by towering 
mountains. 

Focal point of the region is 
Kimberley, the ‘Bavarian ci- 
ty of the Rockies’’. In the 
Kimberley area there are 320 
km (200 miles) of trails, with 
snowmobiles available for 
rent. The Rocky Mountain 
Trench is regarded by many 
as one of the world’s ex- 
cellent snowmobiling areas. 

Wetaskawin, about 50 km 
(31 miles) south of Edmon- 
ton, Alberta will be the site of 
the 1980 North American In- 
ternational Snowmobile 
Races. The races will be held

The double door entry is 
most impressive. Glass panels 
flank the front entry, and 
there is also glass above the 
door. Use coloured, or even 
leaded glass here inside the 
conventional thermopane for 
effect.

Major development 


proposed

Belvedere Developments is 
planning a $95 million coun- 
try residential community 
development on the shores of 
Gladue Lake, four miles west 
of Villeneuve. 

Still in the planning stages, 
if accepted it would be the 
largest all-encompassing 
development every proposed 
for the MD area. MD coun- 
cillors able to attend a presen- 
tatation on November 26, 
were given a sneak preview. 
The development, known as 
Aspen Meadows, would 
cover 4,000 acres over a 
period of 15 to 20 years. 

Paved roads would access 
existing highways and school 
sites. Recreation facilities 
including a pool, curling 
rink, ball diamonds and 
skating rinks would serve an 
expected total population of 
between 10,000 to 12,000 
people. 

Also planned, is an 18-hole 
golf course around the lake, 
riding stables with 15 miles of 
open space, and hiking and 
walking trails. Once com- 
pleted it will resemble a 
village or town more than a 
country residence sub- 
division. 

To that effect, the 
developer has set it up to be a 
self sufficient community. 
The intent is to hook into a 
regional sewer network as 
well as to provide locations 
for a fire and police hall and 
a high school site. 

The initial analysis in- 
dicates lots could be 
marketed for between 
$22,000 and $25,000 and up 
to $50,000 for lake front pro- 
perty. 

Before any development 
can take place, however, a re- 
quest to reclassify from 


agricultural to country 
residential must be approved 
by MD Sturgeon. That re- 
quest is expected to accom- 
pany a presentation by the 
developer to full council 
sometime in December or 
January. 

Because of the magnitude 
of the project, and because it 
will delve into educational 
and recreational areas, 
representatives from the 
Sturgeon School Board and 
Sturgeon Regional Recrea- 
tion have been requested to 
attend and present their 
views.

Mayor Ross Quinn charged 
he was ‘‘constantly mis- 
quoted”’ and said he had ex- 
amples ‘‘at home’’ to prove 


it. He added that he had had 
good intentions about writing 
to newspaper editors, but felt 
was useless. 

While the press was told it 
was welcomed at the 
meetings, reporting errors, 
said Mayor Quinn, were forc- 
ing council to resort more 
and more closed door ses- 
sions to avoid having facts 
‘incorrectly reported.’’ 

It was the first time the 
press had ever had any in- 
dication from council that 
any dissatisfaction existed. 
No calls or letters of com- 
plaint had ever been received 
by any of the media present. 

Reporters counter-charged 
they had been put in a posi- 
tion of blind reporting 
because they rarely received 
agendas and background in- 
formation, and endured 
endless closed sessions. They 
also face constantly 
reconvened meetings because 
of council’s failure to deal 
with agendas during the time 
allotted. Newspapers operate 
on deadlines. When meetings 
are reconvened it makes 
“live”? reporting almost im- 
passible and call-backs are re- 
quired. Councillors are im- 
possible to get a hold of, and 
town manager Angeline 
Gibeault has been put in the 
position of acting as liaison 
for council. She claimed it 
was a position she preferred 
not to be in because her 
work-load is too heavy to 
spend ‘‘all day on the phone 
with reporters.”’ 

A compromise has been 
the end result. Agendas will 
now be mailed to reporters 
and any correspondence re- 
quired will be made available 
at meetings.

St. Albert cannot help 
Morinville water shortage

MORINVILLE -- St. 
Albert cannot meet Morin- 
ville’s request for 400,000 
gallons of water daily to meet 
the town’s growing shortage. 
A letter from St. Albert 
Mayor Ron Harvey cited two 
reasons which prevent the ci- 
ty from supplying the water. 
St. Albert, he said, is sup- 
plied from Edmonton but the 
agreement prevents the sale 
of any water beyond St. 
Albert’s boundaries. And ad- 
ded Mayor Harvey, St. 
Albert has insufficient pump- 
ing and piping capacity to 
meet the amount needed by 
Morinville, and new facilities 
would not be on stream until 
1981, 

The refusal was not unex- 
pected, said Morinville 
Mayor Ross Quinn, and 
means that the town must 
now push even harder to 
meet directly with Edmonton 
and Alberta Environment to 
deal with the water problem, 
St. Albert’s refusal, he add- 
ed, simply provides Morin- 
ville with additional amuni- 
tion to press its needs, 

Morinville is only one of 
many towns and villages 

ound Edmonton in the 

¢ predicament. At the 
Edmonton Regional Utility 
Study meeting in late August, 
which brought many of these 


communities as well as St. 
Albert, Alberta Environment 
and Edmonton to discuss the 
water situation, Edmonton 
indicated it was not willing to 
sell water to areas within the 
proposed annexation area. 


MORINVILLE NOT IN 
ANNEXATION AREA 


“But, they are not averse 
to talking to communities 
outside the annexation area, 
which Morinville is,’’ said 
Mayor Quinn. ‘‘The next 
step is a meeting with Ed- 
monton and Alberta En- 
vironment.’’ 

A date for that meeting has 
not been set, but it must 
come soon if the water supply 
is to support the population 
growth anticipated over the 
next few years. 

Water presently comes to 
the town from Manawan 
Lake via the Manawan Canal 
but supplies will only be suf- 
ficient to a population of 
5,000. The town’s population 
now stands at 3,400 and with 
increases expected at the rate 
of 875 per year, the 5,000 
figure could come in two 
years. 

With Edmonton expressing 
hesitation, the provincial 
government has already in- 
dicated that it would be will- 
ing to set up a number of 


regional water systems similar 
to the Northeast Water 
Board which already supplies 
water from Edmonton to 
Fort Saskatchewan and Gib- 
bons. 


If Edmonton continued to 
be the reluctant partner, 
there is some indication the 
province might be willing to 
build its own line and by-pass 
Edmonton entirely. 


Reeve resigns 
from Appeal Board 


MORINVILLE -- Reeve 
Bill Flynn has resigned as a 
member of the MD’s 
Development Appeal Board 
(DAB), to avoid possible 
charges of conflict of in- 
terest, 

The Reeve read his own let- 
ter of resignation, which was 
accepted with bantering 
humor at council’s subdivi- 
sion and development 
meeting November 26th. 

Mr. Flynn, in his letter, 
said the resignation was 
necessary to give potential 
developers access to an 
elected official. It would put 
him in a compromising posi- 
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tion if after discussions with a 
developer, the development 
were to appear on appeal 
before the DAB, 

With his resignation, the 
Reeve will now be free to 
discuss potential 
developments and provide 
advice without fear of losing 
objectivity if he were then to 
sit on the appeal board.

In a later interview, 
Mr. Nelson, 40, said ‘‘the 
whole pollution thing 
presumes that when you 
throw something away it’s 
gone forever.’’ Such a 
presumption is ridiculously 
naive, he said. 

Another relationship that 
went unnoticed for years is 
the effect of a pregnant 
woman’s eating habits on her 
baby. Studies have now 
shown that smoking and poor 
eating habits can lead to sick 
babies ‘‘but for years we 
never saw the relationship.”’ 


CHEMICAL BLIGHT 


In the same way, he said, 
farmers will put so many 
chemicals in their fields that 
crops won’t grow anymore, 
yet they won’t understand 
why and will often just apply 
more chemicals in the hope of 
erasing the blight. 

“*We have to start seeing 
ourselves as part of the en- 
vironment,”’ he said, noting 
that most people would still 
say they live ON the earth 
rather than IN it. 

‘*The ecological freaks will 
never go away,”’ he warned, 
since what they’re saying is 
basically correct, ‘*They’re 
telling us reality, we'll realize 
it when we have to,”” 

Mr. Nelson, who was born 
in Calgary but has spent the 
last half of his life in Ontario, 
predicted that Canadians will 
have to get used to more en- 
vironmental regulations in 


the next few years rather than 
less. 

**Self-discipline won't 
come for a couple of genera- 
tions. Only then will we start 
taking care of our environ- 
ment without laws forcing & 
to do it.”” 


SUSTAINING OIL 
ILLUSION 


‘Right now, we basically 
still think we can handle this 
energy crisis.’’ But supplies 
will run out someday, he 
warned, even in oil-rich 
Alberta: ‘‘the one place that 
can sustain the illusion that it 
can buy the future probably 
longer than any place in 
North America.” 

Mr. Nelson’s Toronto- 
based consulting firm, 
Square One Management 
Ltd., has offered advice to 
government and private in- 
dustry on the future of 
several makers, including 
social welfare programs, the 
economy and the environ- 
ment.

Consumers conditioned in food

Consumers have been con- 
ditioned to expect a variety of 
items on supermarket 
shelves, highly processed 
foods and nicely packaged 
and trimmed fruits and 
vegetables. But according to 
Jack Warnock, author of 
Profit Hungry, The Food In- 
dustry in Canada and Ruth 
Wood, past president of the 
Consumers’ Association of 
Alberta, this situation may be 
spelling doom for farmers 
and consumers in Canada. 
Mr. Warnock and Mrs. 
Wood, were two of four 
speakers attending the fifth 
annual Christian Farmers 
Federation convention in Ed- 
monton last week. The theme 
of the convention was 
Perspectives on the Food 
System, and Mr. Warnock 
and Mrs. Wood detailed 
practices which have directly 
affected the way people think 
about the food they buy and 
eat. 
The food retailing in- 
dustry, said Mr. Warnock, is 


2) Chains control food industry 


in the hands of five major 
food chains across Canada 
and their dictates have deter- 
mined what kinds of food 
will be sold and what it will 
look like when it reaches the 
supermarket shelves. 

The trend in the food in- 
dustry today, he said, is 
toward centralization, stan- 
dardization and integration 
of operations resulting in a 
declining quality of products. 
Major supermarket and food 
outlets, also place more em- 
phasis on the appearance of 
the product than its taste or 
nutritional value. 

Mr. Warnock, a fruit 
farmer from the Okanagan, 
described how Safeway’s de- 
mand that varieties of apples, 
for example, be cut down to 
accommodate ease in handl- 
ing, has forced fruit farmers 
to drastically limit the 
varieties available. 

“We used to grow 50 
varieties of apples; last year 
we grew five and if Safeway 
had its way, there would only 
be two, the red delicious and

“Chains maintain that on- 
ly completely red apples will 
be acceptable to consumers,” 
he said. ‘‘Apples, like the red 
delicious, are traditionally 
half red and half green, but 
demands that they be totally 
red has forced farmers to 
spray chemicals on the apples 
just to get the color the 
chains want.’’ 

The food processing in- 
dustry also demands more 
additives in foods for longer 
shelf life and maximazation 
of profits. Advertising has 
played an important part in 
the processing industry, said 
Mr. Warnock, especially in 
convincing consumers to 
‘“‘want things they really 
don’t need.”” 


Highly processed foods 
have had effects on consumer 
health, especially for 
children. Last year alone, he 
said, a study showed that $2 
billion alone was spent on 
diet related diseases.

UNDERNOURISHED 
AND OBESE 


“We are developing a 
generation of mal-nourished 
and obese children and 
parents are becoming upset 
because they can not keep up 
with the TV food hype,’’ said 
Mr. Warnock. ‘‘The most 
advertised foods are most 
often the ones that are no 
good for us.”’ 

What annoys consumers 
most, said Mrs. Wood, is 
when retailers make products 
in the name of consumer de- 
mand. ‘‘Well, I’ve never been 
asked, have you?”’ 

WHERE DO THE 
CULLS GO? 


Neatly trimmed vegetables, 


for example, she said, are the 
only ones that make it to the 
shelves. Grading in produce 
has meant that mal formed 
vegetables are thrown out, 
because stores assume con- 
sumers won't buy them. 

‘*Who cares what a carrot 
looks like when you're 
hungry,’’ she said. ‘‘Give 
consumers a choice to pay if 
they want to and let others 
buy the culls if they want or 
have to.”’ 

Pre-packaged vegetables, 
she added, often hide inferior 
quality and her solution is to 
open the packages. 

‘Produce managers hate it 
but I object to the striped 
bags for carrots and blue tags 
around celery bags so you 
can’t tell if the stems are 
hollow.”’ 

Producers have provided 
us with some nutritious 
foods, she said, but there is a 
great deal of highly processed 
food. Slowly, consumers are 
becoming aware of additives 
in the food, but one solution,

the town is anticipating in the 
downtown area over the next 
two to three years.

Pot smokers 
not safe drivers 


Most individuals are quite 
conscious of the need to 
avoid drinking and driving at 
the same time. 

Conscious of it but 
often ignoring it. At the onset 
of the holiday season, with its 
attendant parties and social 
events, it may be reasonable 
for safety authorities to issue 
reminders. 

But for the 1979 “Safe 
Driving Week’’ the Canada 
Safety Council is looking at a 
related problem. The use of 
cannabis in the form of mari- 
juana, hashish, or hashish oil 
has been growing steadily, 
and the Council’s publication 
“Safety Canada’’ recently 
noted some erroneous 
Statements about cannabis 
that have become widely ac- 
cepted, (Vol. XX111 No. 10 
Oct. '79). 

THC 
(tetrahydrocannabinol), the 


main active ingredient in can- 
nabis, is not a simple water- 
soluble molecule like alcohol 
that the human body can deal 
with in a few hours. THC is a 
complex molecule that at- 
taches itself to hydrocarbons 
in cell walls. It is called ‘‘fat 
soluble.’’ THC remains in the 
body, especially in areas 
where fat concentrates - like 
the brain and the gonads 
(ovaries and testes). 

The Canada Safety Coun- 
cil has warned cannabis users 
not to drive at the same time, 
and use along with alcohol is 
rated as “‘extremely hazar- 
dous.”’ Frankly, studies have 
not yet progressed to the 
point of allowing us to 
predict changes in the driving 
habits of frequent cannabis 
users, but initial suspicions 
do not encourage those con- 
cerned about safe driving. 
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intracies of the grant struc- 
ture are confusing. 

‘*When I see through it all, 
said councillor Paul Under- 
wood, ‘‘I think it means good 
news.”’ 

The grant is available to 
municipalities to front end 
costs for sewer and water 
lines and accompanying 
systems like lift stations and 
sewage lagoons.

1,000 new businesses started 
with CASE help 


Counselling assistance 
from the Federal Business 
Development Bank aided in 
the creation of some 1,000 
new Canadian businesses 
during the first half of 1979. 

This assistance was provid- 
ed by the bank’s CASE 
(Counselling Assistance to 
Small Enterprises) program, 
which makes available the ex- 
pertise of retired business 
people, at a nominal fee, to 
smaller firms or to people 
wishing to start new 
businesses. 

Some 20 per cent of CASE 
assignments involve new 
business start-ups. In the first 
six months of 1979, 1,200 
counselling assignments in- 
volved new ventures. Follow- 
up checks during the month 
after completion of 
assignments revealed that 
more than 80 per cent -- or 
1,000 -- had actually started 
new businesses. 

In the Prairies and Nor- 
thern Canada, the number of 
new businesses opened with 
CASE help maintained the 
high level of activity of 1978, 
when 761 CASE clients were 
either starting up or in their 
first year of operation. 

A in-depth study of CASE 
clients revealed that more 
than 50 per cent of the 
assistance required was in the 


area of financial controls. 

Across Canada, the ma- 
jority of business pioneers 
were retailers, although there 
were close to 100 manufac- 
turers in this group. 

CASE counselling is 
available to businesses in ur- 
ban and rural areas across 
Canada. In addition FBDB 
provides other areas of 


technical assistance -- 
management training, infor- 
mation referrals and both 
term loans and venture 
capital. 

Each year, the 100 FBDB 
offices across Canada pro- 
vide financial or management 
services to more than 100,000 
small Canadian firms.

had been insulated up to 
recommended standards. 

Spurred by such large 
potential savings of money 
and energy, the insulation 
business is, not surprisingly, 
booming. ‘‘Canada has a 
very active and inventive in- 
dustry,’’ says Cliff Shirtcliffe 
of NRC’s Division of 
Building Research (DBR). 
“We have been helping it 
develop, and protecting the 
consumer, by providing the 
basic technical information 
needed to screen out good in- 
sulation from bad. Our tests 
for measuring various pro- 
perties make it possible to 
compare insulation materials, 
and to see if they meet the 
standards which we are help- 
ing to set.’’ 

The single most important 
property of any insulation is 
its resistance to the flow of 
heat. Just as water must flow 
downhill, so heat inexorably 
flows from high temperature 


‘regions - such as inside a 


heated house - to low 
temperature regions - such as 
the great Canadian outdoors 
in winter. Nothing can per- 
manently dam this flow; all 
the heat supplied to a 
building will eventually be 


lost. What insulation 
matérials do is slow down the 
loss. 


Though insulation is sold 
in a bewildering variety of 
forms - including glass fibres, 
shredded papers, plastic 
foams - what gives most of 


these materials their thermal 
resistance is simply the tiny 
pockets of trapped air which 
they contain. When you buy 
common insulation 
materials, you are reallly buy- 
ing packaged air. 

Resistance to heat flow is 
expressed in what are called 
R-values. The higher the 
R-value, the more resistance. 
A single pane of glass typical- 
ly has an R value of 1, while a 
four-inch thick batt of 
fibreglass insulation is rated 
at R-11. This means that in a 
given period of time over 11 
times more heat will flow 
through the glass than 
through a batt of fibreglass 
insulation with the same area. 

Directly or indirectly, the 
R-values displayed on all the 
insulation sold in Canada are 
based on measurements made 
in DBR’s insulation testing 
laboratories. Here thermal 
resistances are precisely ob- 
tained by so-called guarded 
hot plates. Each of these 
pieces of test equipment con- 
sists of a ‘‘source’’ and a 
“*sink’’ of heat energy, bet- 
ween which a sample of in- 
sulation material is sandwich- 
ed. Computers control the 
tests and calculate resistance 
from temperature 
measurements. 

One way of getting a 
realistic rating of insulation 
performance is the wall- 
window test facility, the only 
field of apparatus of its kind 
in Canada.

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of a building, consisting of an 
insulated wall and window, 
can be clamped into a steel 
frame between two 
chambers, in one of which 
outdoor weather, cold, wet 
and windy, is simulated, 

hile the other mimics indoor 
conditions. Heat flows 
through the sample can be ac- 
curately measured. 

Another route to realistic 
rating is to test insulation 
materials which are not brand 
new, but in the condition 
they typically reach after 
some years of use: moist, ag- 
ed, and compacted. Cellulose 
provides an illustration of 
this approach. Made from 
shredded paper, this insula- 
tion can be conveniently 
poured or blown into place. 
The market for cellulose has 
expanded rapidly during the 
past few years because of the 
demand created by the 
federal government’s home 
insulation program (through 
which a portion of the costs 
incurred in improving the in- 
sulation in older homes is 
subsidized) and because of 
the inability of fibreglass in- 
sulation manufacturers, the 
traditional suppliers, to pro- 
duce enough to meet the de- 
mand. 

In order to qualify for a 
grant, a homeowner has to 
use material approved by 
Central Mortgage and Hous- 
ing Corporation (CMHC) - 
but cellulose was such a new 
material that, two years ago, 
there were no standard tests 
to use in approving it. 

DBR experts got to work 
and found that cellulose 
tends to settle over the years, 
becoming more compact and 
hence less resistant to the 
flow of heat. The perfor- 
mance test which they devised 
takes this into account; 
without it, homeowners 
would be paying for more 
thermal resistance than what 
they actually end up getting.

Next to R-value, the most 
important property of an in- 
sulation material is its 
resistance to the constant and 
life-threatening hazard of 
fire. At DBR’s fire research 
laboratory, insulation (and 
other lining materials such as 
carpets and tiles) are 
classified according to the ex- 
tent to which they help flames 
to spread in a long, tunnel- 
like furnace. there has been 
controversy amidst fire 
researchers on the suitability 
of such tests for certain 
lightweight insulating 
materials; although rated ac- 
ceptable in the tunnel fur- 
nace, they have been found 
to be more of a fire hazard 
than expected. 

Testing insulation for fire 
hazards is not easy. Consider 
the case of cellulose. In addi- 
tion to its propensity to 
spread flame, this material 
can support a smouldering 
fire. Fire retardant chemicals 
(which extinguish such a 
smouldering fire before it 
moves away from the ignition 
point) exist, but laboratory 
examinations undertaken at 
DBR suggest that some pro- 
ducts on the Canadian 
market are inadequately 
treated with them. There is 
no standard test yet for 
smouldering in combustible 
insulation, but a number of 
possibilities are being ex- 
amined.

In the initial research 
carried out on this vaccine, 
the cows were vaccinated ap- 
proximately six weeks and 
three weeks before they calv- 
ed. Present research is at- 
tempting to establish the op- 
timum time to vaccinate. It 
may be possible, for example, 
to give the first injection in 
the fall when the calves are 
weaned and again during the 
winter, which would be more 
convenient for most beef pro- 
ducers. It is also thought that 
a single injection in the years 
following the initial vaccina- 
tion may be enough to con- 
trol the E. coli organisms. 

Dr. Baker reports that the 
vaccine has been quite effec- 
tive under experimental con- 
ditions at the Western Col- 
lege of Veterinary Medicine 
in Saskatoon, Saskatchewan. 
The final results of field trials 
carried out in beef herds in 
Western Canada and in dairy 
herds in Eastern Canada are 
not yet available, but the 
preliminary results are en- 
couraging. In one herd where 
E. coli was considered to be 
the cause of scours, only 
three calves from the 52 cows 
that were vaccinated scoured 
and none died, compared 
with 41 calves that scoured 
and two that died (in spite of 
intensive treatment) from the 
115 cows that were not vac- 
cinated.

Beef expert suggests 
shorten calving season 


A prolonged calving season 
is one of the main causes of 
poor calving percentages, and 
the poor selection and 
development of replacement 
heifers is one of the main 
causes of a prolonged calving 
season. 

Ross Gould, beef cattle 
specialist with Alberta 
Agriculture, says a fairly 
large number of cattlemen 
choose replacement heifers 
that are not properly grown 
out or mature enough to 
breed early in the season. He 
explains that heifers that are 
not sufficiently mature take 
longer to recover after calv- 
ing, and hence, take longer to 
return for breeding. The 
result is that their next calf 
and all subsequent calvings 
will be later than the first 
one. 

“To ensure that replace- 
ment heifers will be mature 
enough to breed early in the 
season, select them from 
animals that were born early 
and that are well grown for 
their age,’’ Mr. Gould ad- 
vises. ‘‘The mothers of 
heifers that are born early are 
likely to be more fertile than 
the mothers of late calves.’’ 
He recommends breeding 
replacement heifers before 
the rest of the herd to give 
them plenty of time to 
recover from calving before 
they are rebred with the main 
herd. 

Since the use of low fertili- 
ty bulls and an insufficient

only those that are sound and 
fertile and to use enough of 
them to breed the herd in a 
short period. 

Mr. Gould also recom- 
mends trying to get cows to 


galve during a 45 to 60 day 


pettod, and arranging the 
breedifig season to coincide 
with the peak forage season. 

Fulfilling a cow’s, nutri- 
tional requirements is‘ impor- 
tant because good nutrition 
increases conception rates 
and shortens the time a cow 
requires to return to heat. 

All cows should be 
pregnancy tested so that 
those that are open can be 
culled, and it is a good idea to 
check for bad mouths and 
bad udders at this time.
